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bh, Nino Siceardi, alias Curto, residing at Imperia, 17 Via Bonfante, 
wae former commanding officer of partisan formations and former 
Political Questore of Imperta after 25 april 1945. He is allog- 
adjy a ehief of the para-militery organizations in the zone. 
Since 1950 he has been suspected of carrying out courier fumotions 
because of his frequent departures toward the French border and 
for his contacts with fishermen and guides, The Party put him 
aside efter the disorders following the attempted aarassination of 
Palmire Togliatti when he assualted a priest, In December 1950 he 
wan sentenced to prison for one year and two months. On 27 April 
41950 he emberked a8 second machinist on the SS S, POLICE, which 
wert to Rumanian and Bulgarian ports, In December 1950 he disem~ 
barked from the ship to stand trial. Since 3 January he has been 
working as firet machinist on the SS ARCOBALENO, a merchant ship 
which touches Casablanca, Bona, and Dutch ports, Siccardi usn< 
ally carries with him numerous copiss of the Commnist magasine 
dae Qugye which he distributes to natives in African ports.
